"EFS2 Eft that the better forte ſhoulde |, 
Ne be miſledde by the malicions, 
4 AN who bearing of ome ſmalgarbey 
9 5 betweene the French and Eng- 
br ij, enlarged it ſo on Tenter-

” ruinof both the armies. I thought 
it good to publiſh this Tournall of Aduertiſements, 
which Ireceaued out of Brittanie , as well to make it 
knowen how well our ſlender and weake Forces daylie 
confront the enemie,as alſo with what good agreement 
( by the great wiſdome of the Commannders) the two

that thoſe fewe particularities could bring nogreat 
aduancement to the Kinges ſeruice, continued his 
former determination of carrying his armieinto the 
South, wherea great ſupplie of forces was promiſed 
by Monſieur dela Verdun,and others: andaccording 
to that,ourarmy diſlodged from S. Brieax,vpon the 
oneand twentic day of Auguſt, Thatnight wecame 
to-Kerſoe,the 23.to Plemy;the 25,ta Collivie,where the:

menr,cencludedmiththele eo. ganbifulleonſde-

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Brittanie,it was neceſlarie to conſider, whether our 
Forces were ſufficient to ſecond our defences. The 
other, thatin holding a right forward courle, the 
Duke de Mercurie might cut vs from al ſupplie of vic- 
ruals,comming from Reines,and Honford,by taking 
his lodging atS. Meyn. Vnto theſe two doubres, be- 
ingthe onelie matter of moment propounded by 
Monficur de /a Verdun,my L. Generall moſt grauclie 
and reſolutelie anſweted.,that the Prince, Monſieur 
de ba Verdun himſelte , and the reſt of the Princes 
Counſaile, afteralong deliberation, and moſt ear- 
neſt opportunitie,hauing embarked themſelues,and 
him into this courſe, it was notnow to looke into 
their weakeneſſe , which before ſhould haue beene 
weighed with better iudgement.,Whetby fince theip 
reputation were ſo deepelic' engaged, hee nowe 
thoughtthem all tied in honour, to march direQtlie 
forward, withoutanie regard to their ſmal numbers; 
and thatto take any other courſe, would altogether 
fauour ofan exceeding feare,vnto the ſecond, that 
Duke de Mercvrie could no more anoy vs by putting 
himfſelfe berweene Rynes and our armie;then we,by 
poſſeſſing thoſe paſſages which leade to Dinanr, and 
S. Malo, from which place he was likewiſe to attend

The 26. our armie diſlodged from Collinit;and 

becauſe the Prince was certainly enformed by thoſe 

light horſe,ſent foorth the night before; todiſcouer 

that Duke Mercurie was not cometo Brun,it was te- 

folued that the armie ſhould march _—— Saint 
Meyn: But through the vnteadines of al things ap- 
pertaining to the Cannon,whereby rhe beſt part of 
the morning was waſted, and the dſhabilitie of our 
weak men,in ſo ſhorta time to performe a march of 
ſuch length, this courſe was cutte off by the waſte, 
andat night we came to Medrimack, which ſtandeth 

in the mid way betwixt Col{nie, and Saint Mey. At 
Medrimack the Prince was truelic enformed , thatthe 
Duke de Mercurie,the day before inal ſecrecie,abour 
ſcuen ofthe clocke inthe cuening, diflodged from / . 
Dinant with his armie,, and was that _ cometo 
Plenaden,where this day he repoſed himſelfe, mea- - 
ning thereby (as afterwarde irappeared) the better

-In our march the Prince re- 
ceiued*agduertiſement Fo Monkeus de bs Feder, 
tSaigt vas inueſted with his Farces; and:

euent did ſhew ſome ſpirite of divination of what 
Jſhould follow . For the Princehad not beene three 
quarters of an hourein S.Meyn, when a very warme 
report was brought vnto him,that the Duke de Mer- 
curic with his whole armie,was within halfe a league 
of the Towne. The tructh of theſe matters was 'verie 
{cnſible,forthe reporter brought with him two Spa- 
niſh lem bet heand his companions, be- 
ingallbut common Soldiers, bad preſently made 
priſoners: the one of theſe two did afterward freare 
Bota djos, that hee -was taken per' Caritad in their 
march, and going to.their ſuccqurs'; they 'were-tae 
ken by thaſe French companions , which came the. 
ther A {4 picoree ,,;not.rwo hundred pace from the 
head of the Duke de Mercarie his armie. 

Some wil ſay, that Monſieur de {a Verdun , did 
this day forget himſelfe:for comming by ſixe otthe 
clock in the morning to Saint Mey, hee did neither 
ſend foorth his light horſes, ( pour batre le flrado,) 
whereby the enemies: approaches might haue been 
aduertiſed in time conuenient ; nor imploy the ſcr- 
uice of his foote in garding thecenemies, butina 
plaine ſecuritic of all that might happen, he lodged 
himſelf and his in avillage, haltea league from Saint 
HMeyp , quize pppolite! from. the. way the enemies 
ſhop}d take,;and; leftour fovte embartailed in the 
towne,rathenfora Pgrade;then to any other ſeruice- 
able purpoſe, By-the like careleſneſſein Monſteur de 
la Verdun,the Countie Soyſons was two yeeres ſince 
taken at Shateau-eiron,hisarmigabſolutely defeated, 
and himſelfe did meetewitha very narrowe eſcape: 
butourlciſurcat that time did not verie well ſerue 
B 3 VS 
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vsto diſpute of crrors. 

The Allarum amongſt ourFrench, you may 
be ſure, was veric hotre, the Prince confuſed, and 
thoſeabout him,who in calmes would ouer-rule all 
councels,; in this little ſtorme did knowe , neuer a 
pointin the Compaſle.The enemy was within halfe 
aleague of S. Mey, Monſicur de la Ferdun had beſto- 
wed himſelfe and his troupes ſo farre, or farther off 
from vs. The French horſe that came with the 
Prince, had alreadie lodged themſclues in villages, 
and where the Prince was,were onlie left thoſe tour 
hundred, ſentthe night before with Monficur de ls 
Verdun , and my Lord Generals Cornets of horſe: 
Our Vantgarde wasattheleaſta long league and a 
halfe fromvs. In which hardeplight, neither the 
Prince,nor thoſe about him,could apprehendeanie 
other courſe of proceeding, but what they did fee 
with the cies ofa moſt deſperate feare. But my Lord 
Generall,with a moſt chearefull countenance, and 
excellent per{waſions,, full of all comfortable aſſu- 
rance, did firſt winne the Prince vntaa better opi- 
nion of his fortune.and then,to repoſe himſelfe on- 
lie vpon his ſeruice. By his Lordſhips commande- 
ment,the Engliſh troupes were preſentlie drawn out 
of the towne, and by himlſelfe placed in thoſe waies 
which did leade directly towards the enemie. Firſt, 
the horſe were appointed to aduance the foot ſome 
quarter of a mile. The dikes and hedges were lyned 
with ſhotte, to the beſt adnauntage that might bee 
thought on: and in the high-way which was ſome- 
what large, our pikes were diſpoſed into three ſeue- 
rall ſtandes. Meane while, the Prince had = for 

on- 
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Monſieur de /x Yerdun,and thereſt, ſo that hauing a 
greater encreaſe of horſe,diſcouerers were ſent ſom- 
wharfurther off,to ſee what courſe the Duke de Mer- 
carie did take , who being certainlie enformed, that 
the Prince had alreadie inueſted S. Meyn,became ſo- 
denlie more perplexed in the field , then his Coun- 
treimen were in the towne: his armie was excee- 
ding weary, for the ſame had marchedall that night. 
To make anie faire retreite they could not ; to tarrie 
and fight with vs they durſt not; much leſleto force 
vs from our lodging at S.Meyz,where they ſuppoſed 
all our armie was : So that the contuſion amongſt 
the enemie became verie great, and it was verely be- 
leeued,thar at that rime, with two thouſand Engliſh 
men, the Duke de Mercurie and all his armie, might 
eaſilic haue beene defeated . Buthow ſo cuer , cer- 
taineitis, thatina verie gentle feare hee retired to 
Luedilliack, which did verie wel appeare , for not fin- 
ding that place of ſuch ſtrength as hee ordinarilie v- 
ſeth to encampe in, and nothing liking our neere 
neighborhood, Luedi/liack being but one league and 
a halfe from S.Meyn, hee was contented to diſlodge 
from that place . After that the Zogas for the Cor-de- 
gard Fiers were laide together, and to encampe at 
Saint 70hn.Whereby the Duke de Mercurie did find 
the meane,to puta reaſonable good riuer betweene 
him and vs, and tolie two long leagues and a halfe 
from S Meyn. 

Thus with a handfull of men,and my Lord Ge- 
nerals carefull foreſight, the Prince was deliuered 
from the greateſt hazard that euer he was in.and we 
became quiet poſſeſſors of our lodgingatS. Meyn, 
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which was a-ſcruice of greatconſequence, princi- 

pallie, in regard of the multitude of our ficke-men, 
who otherwiſe had beene leftynto many harde diſ- 

comfits:bcſides,the.cnemies diſgrace hereby reccy- 
ucd,was not little, | 

© Asforthereſtofthearmie, they came not vnto 

vs intwo long houres after the enemies retreit, and 
it was almoſt night before the arri1ual of our Canon. 
This is the ſumme of thatdates worke. 

And becauſe it was the nexte day founde that 
the Duke de Mercurie diſlodged not , the Prince 
was aduiſed by ſome,in whole heartes ( peraduen- 
ture) ſome relicks of the former daics feare yet re- 
mained,; to follow his courſe towards Rernes, which 
he might very weldoc, hauing aboundantlicſaril- 
fied his reputation in his laſte confronting the ene- 
mie,and crofling his purpoſes.., But my Lorde Ge- 
nczall direMie oppoſed himſglteagainſt this coun. 
cell:atfirming, thatif we diſlodged firſt, the enemie 
would be encouraged to purſue vs, and beating ſtill 
ypon the taile of our weakearmie, trauel the fame 
with contiouall paineand trouble, which couldnot 
betollerared : beſides the performance of his former 
yaunt,which was;that he woulddriue vs before him 
into Rejnes. That it was therefore better for the 
Prince,to.ſend far ſuch ſuccorsas might be drawen 
from Rejnes, andotlier phages notfarre off, to.wake 


+ {read greener they were alreadze poſſeſs 


ed,andto attend,cithertheenimics. full diſlodging, 
or ſome good opportunitie , whereby hee might be 
forced vntothelame.. cr dh... 

Thus counſel was folowed,and ſuch diligence 
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eAdu erts ementy. 6 
vſcdin the execution thereof, that by thenextmor. 
ning two hundred horſe were come vnto vs, and 
two Cannons ſent from Reines, werealreadie ad- 
uanced as farre as Morford. Vpon thearriuall of this 
ſmall ſupplie, it was preſently reſolucd,, that our ar- 
mie ſhould diflodge the next day,and encamp with- 
in a quarter ofa league of Saint /95z». But the Duke 
de Mercury (who althis while did butſeek to coun- 
tenance himſelfe with his ſtaic at that place) vnder- 
ſtanding the reſolution of ourarmie, diſlodged the 
next morning before tenne of theclock, and mar- 
ched foure leagues,vnto a village called Ereat,where 
_ (forhimſelfeand his Spaniardes)heefoundealod- 
ging of great ſtrength. Ita 
Certaine knowledge being geuen,that the Duke 
de Mercurie had made his rctreate to Ereat,the Prince 
ſreitelie commaunded,thatall our armie ſhould be 
in readineſſc by nine ofthe clocke in the night, to 
march towardes the cnemie. For it was preſuppo- 
ſed, that by tie — of thatmarch in the 
night,we ſhould fall vppon the Duke de Mercurie his 
army,weary ,and not looking for vs, and ſo perform 
ſome great peece of feruice; orat hisnext mornin 
riſing,diſtrefle the rereward of his armie . Our ſicke 
men and baggage wereleft atS. Men, andanhun- 
dred of ours for their gard. 

My Lord Generall being wel acquainted with 
the weakeneſle of our armie, and obſeruing the thin 
repaire of thoſe that wereſentfor , did very much 
oppole himſelfe againſt this courſe, the rather, be- 
cauſe at that time ther was not one in ourarmy,that 
C could 
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coulde iuftly enforme the ſtate of the Enemies lod- 
ing. | 
of; But the Prince,to ſatisfie my Lord herein,told 
him in greatſecreſie,that al was but Pour fair ls Meyn, 
and that after ſome two leagues march,itwas meant 
that we ſhould returne. How be it,in our march one 
peece ſo pulde on another, that /a Meizi was quite 
forgotten,and ſomething before daylight, we were 
come within two miles of the enemies lodging: 
where:, (and that not without good cauſe) a fande 
was made, and it was ſfolemnlie demaunded, what 
could be done vpon the enemie. The ſtate of their 
lodging was freſhly enquired after, wheteunto an- 
fwerewas made by a French Gentleman, dwelling 
in thoſe partes, thatthere were but two Riuers be- 
tweene vs and the enemies Groſe of his armic: wher- 
ofthe one was hardlie to be foorded. And that from 
thence, the way to Freat was exceeding ſtreite . By 
meanes whereof, wee did now begin to learne how 
our Canon might haue beene loſt,and our enemies 
notablie engaged. Vpon which conſiderations,cue- 
rie man began to difauow this councell : firft /z Yer- 
dun,then Momertin, Baſtine,, and the reſt:yet God of 
his goodnes did faucall our honeſties, for while the 
Prince,my Lord General,and thereſt were in coun- 
"cell,fome of vs had taken a prieſt and a peazaunt : by 
whom they were informed,thata companie of the 
enemies hargabuzersa cheuall , did lodge within 
halfe a league of vs, and that there were nothing 
more eafie,then the cutting them in peeces.. To the 
ſeazing of this pray, la Verdun, and Monſieur de Ba-

fine, with thittie Curaſles, and three hundred Har- 
gabuzers a cheuall, were preſentlic ſentfoorth, (for 
in ſodaine enterpriſes it was thought bettex to yfe 
the ſerujce of thoſe French ſhot on horſeback, then 
on foote. | +008 
Theſe following their guides, found not onlie 
that companie, but three French Regiments lodged 
aleſtart , eucrie man ina foundeſleepe,andnorſo 
much as one Cenrronel to geue the allarum , which 
being wel perceiued by Zilline , he willinghe would 
haue ſent for foure hundred of our ſhot andpikes, 
wherewithqueſtionles all the skirtes of the-enemies 
armic might haue beene handſomelic cutte'off. But 
la Verdes , either in an emulation towards vs,in too 
greatimpatiencie with himſelfe, with his Curaſles 
farreinough off, heſent thoſe Herga a Chito the en. 
_ who finding no kinde of reſiſtance, ſlewe 
an hundred and twentie of the enemie. In which 
number Captaine Me{andere was one : and at that 
timels Mott Chenre was taken priſoner, who com- 
tmaunded another companie of Hergax Chi: Thereſt 
which were not, but might very wellin-like ſorte 
haue beene aſſayled , receiucd theallarum by their 
companions laſte cries, and ſo ſaued themſelues. 
Thearmic-likewiſe: warned by theſe, did preſentlie 
putthemſclues in armes. ': 77 0] A2Gf4 
This ſeruicethus perfourmed , wee did ſtande 
threelong houres imbattelled vppon a faire ſpatious 
heath, riot halfe aleague from the Duke de Mercury 
ic, .butwhen 1twas perceyued, thatneither 
honour;movloſfe, conld: drive himvntoatryall of 
n092 C2 Armes, 
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Armes (although befides his French forces, it was 
certen that he had then with him aboue three thou- 
ſand Spanyards)that it was not pofsibleto paſſe any 
further without apparant loſſe, the Prince thought 
good to commaund our retreite, 

Wee poor foules were not this day able to march 
twelue thouſand ſtrong : but had you ſeenc theyr 
notablerefolutions,and carneſtdefires to fight, you 
would pcraduenture greeue that ſuch'men, and a 
commaunder of my Lords woorth, ſhould be expo- 
ſedinto ſogreatan inequalitie as hitherto wee haue 
mettewith. For I proteſt vato you before the living 
God; that our ſoldiours'onely: haue borne the en. 
tire burden of this Sommers feruice. Ar Lamballawe 
were not aſſiſted with three hundred French, which 
may ſceme very ſtraunge, but what I write is moſt 
true: and how farre my Lord Generall will in all 
ſeruice aduenture his owne perſon, is ſo well known 
vnto you, thatI ſhal not neede to mention the ſame. 
Vpon cuecrie opinion of encounter with the Spany- 
ards, a faireblew ſcarfe (in likelyhoode i 
by ſome honourable _ is faſtened to the ende 
of his Pike : for his Lordſhippe vnderſtanding that 
Don 1ohn de Lagnilla had vicd ſome braue ſpeeches: 
did ſende him worde by Monficur, Gibrian, that by 
that fauour hee would make himſelf knowne attheir 

Afterourreturne to Saint Men, the Prince per- 
cciuing that the Duke de Mercury meant that daye 
to diſlodge from Ereat , and thatthe place:'of our 
abode, did: yeclde no kinde 'of comfort —_

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weake armic, other then ſuch as came thither from 
Reines and Vittrie, which was ſometime cutte off 
by.the way, thought good likewiſero diſlodge the 
day following, 2nd ſo torthis time the Duke de Mer- 
curie and wee did part companie.

taerefreſhing of our weake men : at this place wee 
arrived the foutth of September , 

© The day following , 'wy Lord Generall was 
ſolempnly innited by the principall Magiſtrates of 
Reines to vifite their Cittie, andthe thirde day af- 
ter was receyned into the ſame with all thoſe te. 
ſtimonies thar might aſſure amoſt kindeand frendly: 
welcome. 

The Prince in the meane time hauing three 
hundred men.,and three Cannons from Yittr:ie., did 
inueſt the Caſtle of Chattilhon, vponthe. ſeuenth of 
this inſtant. But after three dayes triall, finding; 
thoſe forces nothing ſufficient (for he had but thoſe 
three hundred French ,/and fine hundred Launce-

by threatnings, did ſtay them from that purpoſea 
long half houre: butin concluſion they offered vio- 
lencets their Coronel,diſobeyed all their comman- 
ders, forced the breach, where they founde no refi- 
ſtance,and of two hundred and threeſcore that were 
within the Caſtle, left not twentie aliue.

The iudgement of God 
was moſt juſtly executed yppon them both , intheſe 
for their diſobedience, inthe enemie, for theirno-” 
torious ſpoyles and infinite outrages committed yp- 
pon the country : itis conſtantly afftirmed,that theſe 
companions did yearely ſpoyle Laval, Yittrie,and 
Reines,of more then twelue thouſand crownes. 

They of Fowgiers.were ſo terrified at the taking 
of Shattillion , that in doubt of our next remoue to- 
wardes them, they didbeginne the verie ſame day 
to burne their Suburbs, which (peradatnture) was 
butancedleſle feare: forin plaine Engliſh , we haue 
neither men, nor meanes, to vndertake the fiege of 
ſuch aplace. 

Monſieur de /a Yerdun did leaue the Prince at 
1. Tendit,and promiſed to return within three weekes 
with three thouſande footemen, and fiue hundred 
horſe . His preparations (for ought that Iperceiue) 
doe come but{lowlic forwarde,and yet I know the

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King hath of late vrgentlic haſtened the fa me, our 
men doe now begin todie, and that veric faſte : ſo 
that withouta preſent ſupplie, weeare like to haue 
butapoorearmie. | 
The Spaniardespaicarriued at Blanett, about 
the eighteenth of Auguſtlaſt, The ſame was brought 
thether in foure Galliaſſes .. The Duke de Mercurie 
is gone to Nantes, wherea Spaniſh Countie, of the 
houſe of Tollcdo, hath theſe daies paſt attended his 
comming thether, ſent by the King of Spaineto ne- 
gotiate about the affaires of Brittajne. Vpon the pro- 
miſe of ſome honeſt bribe , you may peraduenture 
winne me to ſende youa truc report, both of what 
is paſt in the laſt yeeres trafficke, and in this preſent 
negotiation betweene the King of Spaine, and Ma- 
dame de Mercurie, for it is ſhethatdoeth ſwaie the 
ballance. 

Andſo hoping that you will beas wearie in the 
reading,as Iam in the writing hereof, I commit you 


to the comfort of your beſtdefires : and vs both to 
the bleſſed protection ofthe Almightie .
